Abou t 35 au tomobiles bearing white-robed figu res rolled 
throu gh the Negro section of Miami on the ev e of the city ’s 
mu nicipal election, passing ou t cards adv ising Negroes not to 
v ote. The warning was emphasized by a noose dangling from 
the au to. 
Miami, Fla., May 3 (JP)—Negro 
citizens who ignored a spectacu ­ 
lar warning by hooded and white 
robed figu res not to v ote in the 
city primary were shown in u n­ 
official retu rns today to hav e 
made nearly identical selections 
of city commission candidates as 
white v oters. 
A special polling booth where 
Negroes alone v oted facilitated 
the analy sis. A total of 616 v otes 
were cast there, and ex cept for 
one candidate the election pref­ 
erence by Negroes and v whites 
were the same. 
The ex ception was John T* 
Christiansen, who prior to y es­ 
terday ’s primary made pu blic a 
letter to City Clerk Frank J. Kel­ 
ly asking him to throw ou t any 
Negro v otes th at might be cast 
for him. Christiansen was in 
six th place when retu rns were 
tabu lated, bu t a t the Negro booth 
he receiv ed only 23 v otes . 
May or E. C. Sewell led the tic- 


ket with 15,8 21 v otes, 422 
of 
which were polled at the Negro 
booth.

Indianapo lis, May 3 {A5) — The 
fresh egg” law passed by the 
last legislature will result in in­ 
creased co nsumptio n o f Indiana 
eggs, in the o pinio n o f Anso n S. 
Tho mas, legislativ e directo r o f 
the Indiana Farm Bureau. 
“ The egg co nsumptio n o f states 
where fresh egg laws are in o p­ 
eratio n,” said Tho mas, “ is fro m 
200 to 3 00 per cent larger than 
in Indiana where eggs are just 
eggs.” 
“ Indiana, witho ut standards 
and grades fo r eggs, has beco me 
the dumping gro unds fo r o ther 
states which hav e established 
standards? ” he said. “ Eggs are 
just eggs in Indiana, and may 
range in quality fro m perfect to 
the lo west as far as any law in 
Indiana has been co ncerned. 
“ The recently enacted law, 
ho wev er, pro v ides that if a mer- 


chant, either retail o r who lesale, 
desires to feature strictly ‘fresh 
eggs’ fo r sale, he must secure 
license fro m thé state egg bo ard. 
If any merchant desires to sell 
eggs no t designated as ’fresh 
eggs’ he may do so witho ut se­ 
curing a license. 
If he sells 
strictly ‘fresh eggs’ he must de­ 
liv er eggs o f that quality .” 
The bo ard that will administer 
the egg law is co mpo sed o f o ne 
representativ e fro m each o f the 
fo llo wing: Indiana Retail Gro ­ 
cers and Meat Dealers' Asso cia­ 
tio n, Indiana Chain Sto re Co un­ 
cil, State Po ultry Asso ciatio n o 
Indiana, Purdue Univ ersity and 
the Farm Bureau. 
Tho mas asserted that the law 
wo uld wo rk no hardship o n the 
pro ducer fo r he will get paid fo r 
ex actly the grade and quality o 
eggs he pro duces.

These two races will be re­ 
called, probably , as long as the 
Derby is ru n. 
Ev er since the Derby was in­ 
au gu rated at Chu rchill Downs in 
1875, there has been a spine-tin­ 
gling finish on the av erage of 
one in ev ery three races. 
Lawrin’s one-length triu m ph 
last y ear ov er the fast-closing 
Dau ber and the ru n-aw ay con­ 
qu est of War Admiral, son of the 
famed Man o’ War, the y ear be­ 
fore, still are fresh in the mem­ 
ory of Derby fans. Bu t w hat 
abou t the others? 
The ’89 resu lt is a fav orite top­ 
ic 
when 
old-tim ers 
gather. 
Sam B ry ant’s Proctor Knott was 
the popu lar choice that y ear, bu t 
he lost, many tu rfm en contend, 
by a strange twist of fate. Twice 
the chestnu t gelding broke away 
from the field before the start, 
galloping an eighth of a mile 
each time. Despite these prelim­ 
inary

warm-u ps, 
Proctor Knott had a lot left. So 
close was the finish that many of 
the spectators thou ght he had 
won, bu t the ju dges gav e the nod 
to Spokane. 
Broker’s Tip won the battle of 
’33. A widely -known news pic­ 
tu re, taken at the time, shows 
clearly the jockey s harassed each 
other as the horses neared the 
wire. Fisher claimed a fou l, bu t it 
was not allowed. It was one of 
the most u proarou s climax es in 
all Derby history . 
The 19 36 Derby made history 
becau se of the u nu su al tu rn of 
ev ents. Bold Ventu re, an ou tsider 
in the Detting, scored an u pset 
ov er the fav ored Brev ity , which 
su ffered 
interference 
a t 
the 
start. Granv ille, which went on 
to become the leading 3-y ear-old 
of that y ear, tossed his rider at 
the start and was technically ou t 
of the ru nning thereafter, al­ 


thou gh the stou t-hearted thor­ 
ou ghbred completed the mile- 
and-a-qu arter circu it. 
Back in 189 6 , Ben Bru sh car­ 
ried on after stu mbling at the 
start, to nose ou t Ben Elder in 
another ding-dong windu p. In 
1879 , records rev eal, Lord Mu r­ 
phy was knocked to his knees in 
the back stretch, bu t recov ered 
and ou tgamed Falsetto, which 
was ridden by the famou s Negro 
jockey , Isaac Mu rphy , a three­ 
time Derby winner.

means 
committee 
somewhat u ncertain which way 
to tu rn. 
A few weeks ago, its problems 
were simple enou gh to let mem­ 
bers figu re on wrapping u p all 
tax legislation for the session in 
two resolu tions. One wou ld hav e 
continu ed the tax es on gasoline 
and a list of other commodities. 
The other wou ld hav e su spended 
the increase in social secu rity 
pay roll tax es which originally 
was to be effectiv e nex t y ear. 
Since then, the agitation for a 
broader rev ision of bu siness tax es 
has increased. 
The proposals 
range all the way from aban­ 
donment of the u ndistribu ted 
profits and capital gains tax es 
to a complete rev ision of the cor­ 
porate tax stru ctu re. 
Not only hav e Democratic sen­ 
ators and representativ es been 
div ided ov er the problem, bu t so 
hav e some of the top adminis­ 
tration officials. The word was 
passed along that Mr. Roosev elt 
had not abandoned the theory 
of the equ ity of an u ndistribu ted 
profits 
tax — and 
that 
any 
changes in corporate tax es which 
redu ced rev enu e wou ld hav e to 
be offset by new lev ies. 
Many members of the way s 
and means committee were as 
eager to cu t bu siness tax es, bu t 
when they began to look abou t 
for some other way of making 
u p the cu t, they fou nd nothing 
bu t blank pages in their book of 
tax sou rces. 
The field of tax possibilities 
has been pretty well combed, not 
only by the federal gov ernment, 
bu t by state tax ing agencies. 
Consequ ently , 
ex perts 
hav e 
fou nd that it is not an easy m at­ 
ter to rig u p a su bstitu te for 
any of the present lev ies. 
Yet, the general feeling is that 
u nless the way s and means com­ 
mittee threshes ou t the prob- 
em now, it will hav e to do it 
a ter in the session. W hile * the 
senate is forbidden by the con­ 
stitu tion from originating tax 
egislation, once a tax bill, how­ 
ev er narrow in scope, gets be­ 


fore it, the senators may amend 
it in any way they see fit. 
Leaders say that senate sen­ 
timent is su ch that u nless the 
hou se rev ises corporate tax es, 
su ch a change appears certain 
to be made in the senate. 
Some members of congress be­ 
liev e that the hou se committee 
will giv e consideration soon to a 
fou r-point program drafted by 
the treasu ry . It was disclosed 
y esterday that the treasu ry plan 
inclu des su bstitu tion of a flat 
corporation lev y for the u ndis­ 
tribu ted profits, capital stock 
and ex cess profits tax es; redu c­ 
tion of u pper bracket income 
tax es; ex tension of losses for tax 
credits to three y ears, and mod­ 
ification of the capital gains tax .

THEY SATISFY 
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CRUMBS OF COMFORT 
So many folk s seem bent on try ing to tak e the 
joy out of life, that one who puts reverse English 
on the process deserves to be hailed with acclaim. 
Such is Dr. Robert A. Millik an of California, 
Nobel prize winner in phy sics, who holds that if 
a man will stop destroy ing his own best work s, 
science will transform the world for him and 
mak e it a vastly easier and more delightful place 
to live in. Scientists have dreamed of releasing 
the energy of atoms to do the world’s hard labor, 
but one gathers from this scientist that the 
dreams will fall far short of realization. 
Coal, oil and water will be the chief means, he 
think s, for 1,000 y ears to come, of generating 
power. The world’s k nown supply of petroleum 
will be gone in 50 y ears, he admits, but coal will 
last the millennium out, and from coal will be 
made liquid fuel to operate the internal com­ 
bustion engines of automobiles. Not so many of 
us will be at the wheels of cars half a century 
hence, but it is something not to have to despair 
of the possibility that our posterity a couple of 
generations removed will have the mobile satis­ 
factions we have had. 
The world’s chief problem, as Dr. Millik an sees 
it, is to put the population of earth in possession 
of the things that minister to its welfare, and to 
do so without fighting. On that basis science can 
mak e life longer and easier. The art of communi­ 
cations, he say s, is pretty nearly a “perfected 
a rt/’ but it can and should be made infinitely 
cheaper. And he even gets a crumb of comfort 
from the belief that the terrible, destructive 
forces scientific man has invented are almost too 
frightful for sane man to employ . Just because 
war can be ghastlier and more destructive than 
ever of the best that has been evolved in the 


long thought of the ages is at bottom, he think s, 
the reason why it should cease to exist. 


en co u r ag in g in it iat iv e 
While Washington has been doing a lot of talk ­ 
ing about stimulating business, Ottawa has pro­ 
ceeded with concrete proposals to which effect is 
given in Finance Minister Dunning’s budget 
message. Not only is the three-y ear tax exemp­ 
tion granted to new mining enterprise in 1936 to 
be continued, but also, in response to the favor­ 
able results of that step, a deduction of 10 per 
cent on the cost of plant construction or improve­ 
ment is to be allowed to be tak en from the cor­ 
poration income tax. 
Mak ing his announcement, the Finance Min­ 
ister said: 
“The savings of the people must be increasing­ 
ly converted into tangible productive capital in 
order to expand the natiohal income, restore 
normal business activity and solve the problem 
of unemploy ment. We cannot have full employ ­ 
ment or true prosperity until private initiative 
tak es the lead in expanding capital work s. Labor 
is unemploy ed because capital is hibernating. 
This lethargy of capital must be ended so that 
our ability and willingness to produce shall not 
be frustrated and allowed to stand in wasteful 
idleness.’’ 
This is merely a reiteration of the sound and 
tried economic doctrine that production of itself 
will provide the income from which to increase 
consumption. The first requisite, however, is that 
production be properly nurtured, and this the 
Canadian government has undertak en to do 
through encouragement of private initiative. 
This is the technique of recovery that has been 
repeatedly but futilely urged upon the Roosevelt 
administration.

CHAPTER 2 
THE EGYPTIANS 
The development of civiliza­ 
tion in Egy pt was more or less 
a parallel to that of Suiheria, 
but historians now think it did 
not start in Egy pt until about 
5000 B. C. 
In many way s the Egy ptians 
were more fortunate than were 
those men who settled on the 
bank s of the Tigris and the Eu­ 
phrates, because they were less 
exposed to attack . 
They were 
protected by the impassable des­ 
ert on the west and by the sea 
on the east. 
To the south lay 
only Negro tribes and the sole 
avenue of attack was the narrow 
northern gateway . 
As far back as 5000 B. C. the 
Egy ptians were building huts of 
wood and clay brick s. 
They 
work ed stone and bronze. They 
learned to write—and they wrote 
on a k ind of paper called papy ­ 
rus. 
For four thousand y ears they 
lived the normal 
life 
of the 
times. The common man was a 
slave, or little better. The priests 
and rulers collected the fruits of 
his toil in the form of taxes. 
When the Assy rians were not 
preparing to attack the Egy p­ 
tians, the Egy ptians were pre­ 
paring to attack the Assy rians 
The armies of Egy pt 
were 
largely made up of drafted men 
and slaves, driven to slaughter 
under the whips of their mas­ 
ters. When the supply of fight­ 
ing men ran low, the Egy ptians 
raided the Negro tribes to the 
south, bringing the captive wo­ 
men into slavery and the cap­ 
tive men into the army . If there 
was no war on hand at the time, 
these captives were used to build 
the great temples and tombs and 
py ramids. The rulers of ancient 
Egy pt effectually solved the costs 
of war and of public work s. The 
labor cost nothing—and they 
took the materials 
and 
food 
away from the common man. 
And there were no war debts for 
the winner. The loser paid the 
cost of war in the form of trib­ 
ute—which lik ewise was collect­ 
ed from his common people. 
The history of ancient Egy pt 
is of interest to historians, but 


it did not greatly affect the his­ 
tory of the world—largely be­ 
cause the Egy ptians stay ed in 
Egy pt. They were conquered and 
ruled by Assy rians, by Negroes, 
by Semitic Nomads (Shepherd 
Kings), by Sy rians, by Persians, 
by Macedonians (Alexander), by 
Greek s, by Romans, by Arabs, by 
Turk s—and now the British run 
the country . 
But the great mass of Egy p­ 
tians were largely unaffected by 
these conquests. 
The common 
man was not interested in the 
identity of his owner. 
He had 
alway s been driven away to die 
in wars with strangers . He had 
alway s been abused and robbed. 
A change of rulers meant noth­ 
ing to him. 
Invasion and war 
left their mark s upon the Egy p­ 
tian people—but, lik e the Chi­ 
nese, they possessed the ability 
to absorb most of their conquer­ 
ors. 
Alien blood blended with 
that of Egy pt—and disappeared. 
The py ramids—the one great 
enduring monument of Egy pt— 
are supposed to have been built 
immediately following 1733 B. C., 
when y our Grandfather No. 146 
was living. If he lived in Egy pt 
he may have helped to drag the 
first stone under the burning 
sun, with a rhinoceros-hide whip 
snapping at his bare back to en­ 
courage him. History credits the 
py ramids to Cheops and to Che- 
pren and to My cerius. 
They 
should be credited to the en­ 
gineers of those day s—and to 
the nak ed men who dragged the 
stones into place—and died. 


THE HINDUS 
(Refer to Map No. 1 of y our 
Historical Atlas) 
About the time when the Su- 
merians and the Egy ptians were 
coming out of the dark ness, an­ 
other race of men was doing 
lik ewise in the valley of the 
Ganges River in India. 
These 
dark -sk inned Dravidian people, 
whom we now k now as Hindus, 
possessed far less capacity for 
self-development than did other 
prehistoric peoples. 
They dis­ 
covered no sy stem of writing, 
left few monuments, and we 
k now little of their early life and 
character. 
Far later, possibly about the 


time that Hamurabi established 
the First 
Baby lonian Empire 
India was invaded by a race of 
people who came*tl0wn tm t of 
Persia through Afghanistan and 
spread throughout the Indian 
peninsula. 
The 
white, or at 
least Ary an-speak ing, race com­ 
pletely dominated the origina 
dark -sk inned settlers; but they 
spent their energy in civil war­ 
fare and were easily overcome 
by a later Persian invasian and a 
still later invasion by a smal 
army of Macedonian 
infantry 
under Alexander the Great. 
Neither the true Persians nor 
the Macedonians lived in India 
for a sufficiently long time to 
materially influence the char­ 
acter and culture of the native 
population. 
This, however, was 
not true of the earlier Persian 
invaders, if they were Persians. 
For they came into India to 
dwell, 
and 
their 
blood was 
eventually mingled with that of 
the black -sk inned Hindus. The 
Hindu of today is a mixture of 
these two alien bloods and his 
culture is inherited from both 
of these peoples.

One of the most remark able 
developments of this period was 
the formation of a peace league 
—which k ept the peace through­ 
out most of the vast territory for 
a hundred y ears and had a 
strong future influence on Chi- 
nest character. 
The Chinese civilization grew 
almost entirely free from the 
influence or k nowledge of other 
peoples. Mountains and barbar­ 
ic tribes cut them off from the 
rest of the world—and they had 
no ships. 
Iron apparently did 
not reach them until two or 
three hundred y ears after it was 
in common use in the countries 
ne a r‘the Mediterranean — and 
they did not come into contact 
with Western ideas and inven­ 
tions until afcout 50Q_pt C., when 
they finally conquered Tibet and 
western Turk estan and had be­ 
gun to trade with Persia, and 
possibly with India, by camel 
caravan.

The fourth and last of thd 
early civilizations found its home 
along the river courses of China 
—the Tarim and the Hwang-Ho, 
and the Yang-tse-Kiang. 
A pe­ 
culiarity of the early settlements 
in China is found in the fact 
that they were far inland—and 
gradually work ed toward the sea 
—while the Sumerians and the 
Egy ptians and Hindus settled 
first a t the mouth of the rivers. 
This would seem plain to indi­ 
cate that the early Chinese came 
out of the Mongolian planes 
which for . centuries produced 
great hordes of savage fighters 
—Huns, Mongols, Tartars, Turk s 
and their y ellow-sk inned k in­ 
dred. 
So far as we k now it, the early 
history of the people of China 
bears a mark ed resemblance to 
that of the other three civiliza­ 
tions. 
Kings 
appeared ^ who 
fought with other k ings for ter­ 
ritory or tribute or for the mere 
pleasure of watching men die. 
Occasionally one k ing became 
stronger than the rest and gath­ 
ered together several k ingdoms 
into an empire and ruled over it 
until he died or was murdered. 
Then his empire usually fell to 
pieces and the various pieces 
were ruled, and the taxes gath­ 
ered, by multiplicity of rulers. 
And all of the time the wild 
tribes on the borders raided the 
adjacent territory , burning the

He is explained as 
an Irish soldier-of-fortune who 
had become a Texas cowboy aft­ 
er fighting for the South in the 
Civil War, and the history of the 
old west contains several notable 
examples of adventurous .Britons 
who became men to be feared in 
that virile era. 
The story , which is an original 
screen play by Robert Buck ner, 
revolves about the war to the 
death between Fly nn and the 
murderous gang of gun-fighters 
who have been in control of the 
town until his arrival, and it is 
replete withe hair-raising inci­ 
dents.

Errol Fly nn comes to tho screen 
of the Princess theatre today in 
a role that is, on the surface, al­ 
together unlik e any he has ever 
play ed before, for he is the 
straight-shooting hero of “Dodge 
City ,” a film about the period 
When the little Kansas town of 
that name was the roughest and 
wick edest community of the old 
west. 
Produced by W arner Bros, in 
Technicolor, ‘Dodge City *’ is a 
spirited and authentic re-crea­ 
tion of those hectic day s in the 
18 70’s when the coming of the 
railroad to the little town at the 
northern 
end 
of 
the 
famed 
Chisholm Trail made it the lead­ 
ing cattle shipping center of that 
era.
